SEA-LEVEL OR HIOH-LtVEL CANAL? 


I 


N the current number of the Rlvlew 'of Reviews Is an 


article on the Panama canal from the pen of U. 8. 


Minister Barrett. The subject is handled from the view- 
point of the layman and no attempt Is made to discuss 
tne technical or professional engineering phases of the pro- 
ject. 


Considerable attention Is given to the problem of wheth- 


er the canal shall be a sea-level canal, with only a tld<s 
UK* on the Panama side, or a high-level csnal at 80, «0 
«r 10 feet above tide water. 


It has been carefully estimated that the difference in 


coat would not be to exceed 160.000.000 and the additional 
lime required for the excavation of a sea level canal wouid 
not be more than live yearn. As between the two types 
ef a waterway the only argument In favor of the high-lev- 
el are those of cost and time, to offseet which the sea- 
level canal would be much cheaper In* operation and cost 
•f maintenance, saving of time to vessels en route, and 
the ease with which the canal could be widened or deep- 
ened without Interfering with the service. 


Considering the advantages of the sea level over the 


high level canal there seems no reason, unless It be of 
economy, why • there should be any discussion. As it Is 
generally understood, now that this government has un- 
dertaken the task, that the canal will be dug. It Is prob- 
able that very few would hesitate to say let us have thn 
b«-st, regardless of either time or money. 


From figures of the most conservative of engineers fa- 


n.lliar with all the difficulties of the undertaking It has 
been estimated that u «ea level canal would be ready for 
us«e by January 1. 1914. So complete are these calcula- 
tions that It can be Hated almost to a day and a dollar 
bow long and how much It will take to build each section 
•f the canal. 


The canal will be approximately 50 miles In length 


with a depth of 40 feet and a surface width of 200 feet. 
In the work of excavating 300,000.000 cubic yards of earth 
must be removed, or sufficient material to build a wall six 
feet wide and nine feet high around the world. Truly a stu- 
pendous task.

• The Supreme I'ourt of Nevada has 
granted a stay, of execution for Gor- 
man. Roberts and Sevener. who were 
to have been hanged In the Carson 
penitentiary 
today. 
The attorneys 


for the condemned men have moved for 
a new trial and even If this Is not 
granted the execution of the convict- 
ed murderers will not take place be- 
fore some time next -summer. 
^ 


Attorneys Packard and Huskey & 


Martinson, who are acting for the 
condemned men, have flled a bill of 
exceptions with the clerk of the Su- 
preme Court. 
The matter will be |ar- 


gued on March 1st and if a new trial 
is granted the attorneys will endeavor 
to have It set for as late a date-as 
possible. 
Even If the Supreme Court 


only consents to review the evidence 
In the former trial, It will be several 
weeks before this can be done and the 
execution of the condemned men car- 
ried out. " The attorneys are 
nojv 


working on the case and are doing ev- 
erything In their power'to "get a new 
trial for the convicted murderers"' of 
Jack Welch. 


The three • condemned y men 
have 


-twice b6en convicied of the murder of 
Jack Welch and once before only es- 
caped the gallows a few. days. This 
time they had" given up att-hoperand 
expected to pay the penalty for their 
crime. 
The attorneys, however. ar« 


determined to prolong ihelr lives as 
long as possible and if their effort to 
get a new trial Is not successful, they 
will in any event succeed in saving the 
men from hanging until some time In 
June. 


While Gorman, Sevener and Roberts 


were In jail In this city awaiting to 
be sentenced after they 
had 
been 


found guilty, they told several prison- 
ers In the jail that they expected to 
be hanged this time. 
The prisoner* 


say that on many occasions the three 
murderers would remark: 


"We may have to hang, but we would 


like to commit one more murder, by 
killing Llnderman before our day of 
execution arrives." 


The county prisoners say that th« 


three men did not seem to fear the 
gallows, but only talked of getting re- 
\enge on Llnderman. who had confes- 
sed and told of the crime In all of t»* 
details.
